In a two-hour, sabre-rattling 
spei’ch before 10,000 school girls 
in Havana, Castro violently at­ 
tacked 
Venezuelan

Romulo Betancourt. 


Stung by Betancourt’s call for 
an air and sea blockade of Cu­ 
ba as well as his warning that 
Venezuela might take unilateral 
action 
against 
Cuba, 
Castro 
said: 


“ Attacking Cuba and block­ 
ading Cuba would not be an 
easy thing because we have the 
arms to defend ourselves and so 
it doesn’t matter who attacks 
our country.” 


In an apparent reference lo 
the installation of Soviet mis­ 
siles in Cuba in 1962, he added: 


“ When they talk of attacking 
Cuba they are just justifying 
the defensive measures of Cuba
